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Similarly understanding of the concept of peace among students in schools 
was also noted. The students who were of the view that peace means 
"stability" remained at 32 percent among boys and 10% among girls. For 23 
percent of boys it meant "prosperity". It meant "no war" for another 12 percent. 
Those students who were of the opinion that peace means "conflict resolution" 
remained 9 percent among boys and 20 percent among girls. Only 14 percent 
boys were of the opinion that peace means "freedom". 

The analysis indicated that the concept of peace was clearer to students than 
those of out-of-school children because 22 percent out-of-school children had 
no idea about peace. 



1.11 Conclusion 

1. 78 percent out-of-school children and 100 percent school students in 
the school were interested in seeking education. 

2. 100 percent out-of-school children and students in the school were in 
the favor of girls' education. 

3. 33 percent out-of-school children and 18 percent of students in the 
school were living with other ethnic group. 

4. 50 percent respondents did not inform their parents about the 
disagreement amongst themselves. 

5. 11 percent of out-of-school boys, 18 percent boys students in the 
school and 10 percent girls had develop disagreements with the other 
ethnic group. 

6. Domestic violence was hi^h (61%) in out-of-school children as 
compared to enrolled students which was 25 percent. 

7. 56 percent male students in the schools and 3 percent girls receive 
corporal punishment by their teachers. 

8. In 50 percent of the families of out-of-school children, food is served to 
men first. 

9. To 28 percent out-of-school children, peace meant 'no war' and to 57 
percent students peace meant 'stability and prosperity'.

SUMMARY OF RESULTS AND DISCUSSIONS 



2.1 Importance of Education 

The respondents were asked about the importance of education for children. 
All the respondents, both male and female, replied positively and considered 
education imperative for both boys and as well as girls. They maintained that 
educated people are better enlightened in nation building and establishing a 
peaceful society. An educated mother can look after the children and home 
better which would eventually help in making a conflict free society. 

It can be drawn from the above analysis that both male and female 
participants have positive attitude towards education. They are convinced of 
the importance of girls' education for her future role as a mother.

2.2 Conflict Resolution 

The respondents were presented a question on quarreling of children, to 
assess their approach in such a situation of conflict. The response was 
encouraging and noteworthy. All the respondents, both male and female 
indicated that they were capable in handling such a situation. The graph 
below shows that 83 percent respondents (male and female) would mediate in 
the settlement of the conflict between the children. While the other seventeen 
percent had replied that they will separate the quarrelling children and will 
give them a piece of advice not to quarrel again. This indicates that mediation 
is more acceptable form of bringing about peace in conflicts.

The analysis indicates that 83 percent respondents were of the view that they 
will mediate for resolving the conflict. While 17 percent respondents stated 
that they will advise the children not to quarrel. Hence, it can be concluded 
that mediation is a more acceptable way of conflict resolution among Afghan 
communities. 



2.3 Cooperation 

2.3.1 Helping a patient 

To assess the element of cooperation among children/students, the 
respondents were inquired what they would do when they encounter a person 
in the neighborhood who is sick and a person who is hungry. 

To the question of illness in the neighborhood they were willing to help the ill 
person. 24 percent male and 33 percent female respondents replied that they 
will inquire about the state of health of the patient, while some respondents 
(19 percent male and 19 percent female) went further to state that they will 
take the patient to the hospital for treatment. Fewer respondents (5 percent 
male and 2 percent female) provided different responses as lending him 
money, buying medicine etc which are summarized in the table below under 
the category 'others'.

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The analysis spells out that a considerable percentage of both males and 
females were of the view that they will just ask about the ill person's health. 
While comparatively low percentage of respondents stated that they will take 
the ill person to the doctor. 



2.3.2 Help to people in need of food 

In response to help a neighbor who needs food, 53 percent respondents (22 
male and 31 percent female) replied that they will provide a meal to the 
needy. While 36 percent (15 percent male and 21 percent female) 
respondents were of the view to extend them financial support while the 
remaining 10 percent (all male respondents) suggested some other ways of 
support like helping him to find job, giving him loan, etc. 

The above discussions pinpoint that majority of the respondents shown their 
sympathy to a person in need of food. About 53 percent of them were willing 
to provide meal to such a person while other respondents wanted to help such 
person by providing him financial support and through some other ways.

2.4 Attitude 



The respondents were inquired regarding the participation in literacy courses. 
They gave encouraging feedback of their participation in the course. The 
analysis indicated that 26 percent male and 21 percent female respondents 
confirmed that they can read and write since they attended the literacy 
course. Similarly, "respect for others", "increase in tolerance" and "improve 
behavior and attitude" were results attributed to their participation in the 
literacy course by 22 percent male and 31 percent female respondents. 

These attributes connected to the literacy courses as outcomes of their 
participation are encouraging and impressive, which would certainly help to 
promote peace and harmony in Afghan society, when they are repatriated.

2.5 Concept of Peace 



It is encouraging to note that the participants of literacy course have acquired 
knowledge and understanding of the concept of peace. To 38 percent of both 
male and female respondents, peace stands for and come through unity and 
harmony. Absence of war would mean peace, for 14 percent of both male and 
female respondents. About 9 percent of the total respondents were of the 
view that peace leads to conflict resolution and the remaining 39 percent 
respondents indicated more elements related to peace such as brotherhood, 
love, obeying Allah and following the Holy Prophet Mohammad (PBUH), 
educating people, awareness raising, cooperation etc. as prerequisites for 
peace as shown in the diagram below:-

While concluding it may not be out of place to mention that pre-dominantly the 
concept of peace among Afghans is unity and harmony. It is also interesting 
to note that since Afghans have suffered a lot from war for more than two 
decades, therefore, another dominant view of concept of peace is "absence of 
war" among Afghans. 



2.6 Ways to Resolve Conflicts 



All the respondents were asked about the possible measures which would 
assist in the maintenance of peace. The response from both male and female 
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is significant. Forging unity and raising consciousness among the ranks was 
viewed as an important factor in curtailing conflicts by 21 percent male and 17 
female respondents. Utilizing the traditional 'Jirga' system for mediating 
conflicts was presented by 17 percent male and 31 percent female 
respondents, while 10 percent male and 3 percent female respondents 
regarded tolerance/patience and provision of easy earning opportunity for all 
as sound ways to prevent conflicts.

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Section 3: Community Participation and 

Development (CP&D) 

SUMMARY OF RESULTS AND DISCUSSIONS 



3.1 Structure and Functionality of SMCs 

The analysis revealed that SMC is the forum where representatives of 
different ethnic groups meet to discuss different issues which either directly or 
indirectly affects the students' education. SMCs represented a group of 
Afghan people from different places, provinces and tribes living together 
within a camp and provide equal participation to them but this representation 
varies in different SMCs. 

In most of the SMCs, representation has been given on ethnic basis which is 
64 percent of the total participation. While a considerable participation (27 
percent) has been to people living in different parts of the camps. People who 
belong to different provinces in Afghanistan and are living within a camp and 
are the members of SMC is 9 percent only.

SMCs mostly meet on a monthly basis while on rare occasions it meets on 
need basis. It meets to discuss different issues such as absenteeism, dropout, 
issues pertaining to increase in enrollment in the school and other similar 
educational matters. SMCs also discuss and take decisions about school 
infrastructure, repair and maintenance and other issues which have positive 
or negative impact on students / education. It also plays a vital role in conflict 
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resolution among the students, teachers and parents and among the 
residents of the camp to bring peace and harmony in the camp. 

Regarding the functionality of SMCs, 67 percent of the respondents indicated 
the functioning of SMCs as "good" while remaining thirty three percent as 
"satisfactory".

The SMCs have brought considerable developmental changes at the school 
level which directly or indirectly leads towards harmony. The analysis 
indicated that 47 percent of the SMCs have helped to increase enrollment in 
the school after its establishment. Another 40 percent of the SMCs have 
helped to reduce dropout ratio while 20 percent of the SMCs were able to 
minimize absenteeism. Those who stated that SMCs play a significant role in 
the construction, repair and maintenance of the school buildings remained at 
67 percent. 

3.2 SMC as a Source of Bringing Peace 

The analysis indicated that the members of SMCs were of the opinion that 
(SMC) meetings are one of the best ways to create peace, harmony and unity 
in the school as well as in the camps. Camp related issues such as water 
shortage, electricity and fund raising, repair and maintenance of the school 
buildings are discussed and resolved by mutual consensus and co-operation. 

The SMCs create awareness in the community regarding education and 
motivates people to get their children admitted to the schools. They also 
discuss various elements of peace in mosque, hujra and other social 
gatherings. Similarly, 27 percent SMCs mentioned their positive role in school 
fund raising. Only 20 percent SMCs reported that it helps in resolving utility 
issues. 
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3.3 Integrating Learnt Skills for Bringing Peace 



Majority of the SMC members have been trained in different skills such as 
motivation, organization, realization of tasks, problem identification and its 
solufion within the available resources. The members of SMCs integrate these 
skills and knowledge in their own area to resolve conflicts and bring peace 
and harmony in the camp. For example, ban on aerial firing and conflict 
resolution among students has become possible because of the SMC, alumni ^ 
and child to child group. Many other problems are also solved by consulting 
the community elders. In addition, the members of the SMC discuss peace 
elements in huj'ra, mosque and in other social gatherings has also. resulted in 
the development of a sense of brotherhood, coordination and responsibility 
among the people. 



After the establishment SMCs, the people in general and Moulvis in particular 
have become self motivated towards the need for education. The Moulvis talk 
about the importance of education in the mosque and motivate others to admit 
their children in the school. Due to participatory development and awareness 
raising people are organized and voluntarily contribute funds for construction, 
repair and maintenance of the school. The people are now able to identify 
their problems and decide for the best solution in time. 



3,4 SMC as Source of Developing Positive Values 



When the SMC members were asked whether the SMC structure has 
assisted to develop positive values among themselves and the community 
members, the response was unanimously in the positive. 

According to ninety three percent, similarly this structure has developed trust 
and confidence. Ninety three percent of the respondents indicated that unity 
among the group has increased, while ajghty seven percent of the 
respondents were of the opinion that the conflicts in the community and at 
school level are now resolved immediately by the members of the SMCs.

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At the same time, 87 percent stated that due to the active involvement of 
SMCs the quality of education has improved. Those who mentioned that the 
sense of positive listening and sharing has been improved were also 87 
percent. While to 93 percent of the respondents, co-operation among the 
community members had increased due to the establishment of SMCs. 



3.5 Changing Attitude for Peaceful Environment 

The members of SMCs who were interviewed stated that the friendly 
environment of the SMC structure has helped to change their attitude which 
assists them to live in co-operation with others, and development of a 
constructive and peaceful environment. The respondents who stated that they 
have developed common understanding, strengthened co-ordination and 
made decisions through mutual consensus were eighty seven percent in each 
case. While those who indicated that the sense of sharing of responsibilities 
has been developed among them as members of the SMC were eighty 
percent.

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n addition, they have also developed and extended respect for elders. They 
stated that now they are more empowered and a sense of trust for each other 
has been enhanced. 



3.6 The Nature of SMCs and its Achievements 

During the analysis it was found that all the SMCs are active because it has 
contributed in the following: 



construction, repair and maintenance in the schools 
developed sense of harmony 
conflict resolution 
ban on aerial firing 

awareness about education, women rights 
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Rationale 

Peace is not just conflict resolution rather it is a process to prevent incidents 
of conflict. Enabling people to live peacefully in society could be achieved 
through an educational process. Education is deemed to have a direct bearing 
on the attitude and behavior of the people. Therefore, the need for inculcating 
the concept of peace into the educational process cannot be of any greater 
significance than in the present day. The importance of peace education 
increases further in a refugee situation. The education imparted in refugee 
camps in Pakistan ought to have a positive impact on the process of peace 
building inside the country of conflict, namely Afganistan. 

Since the Afghan crises, many educational organizations have contributed 
immensely to the development of new curricula for Afghan refugees. Later on 
attempts were made to harmonize those curricula with the one that is taught 
inside Afghanistan. 

At the moment different curricula are taught to the Afghan children in 
Pakistan, as well as inside Afghanistan. In all these curricula, basic concepts 
of peace education are similar to a greater extent but still they need to be 
reviewed, particularly for the purpose of harmonizing peace messages. For 
example, there can be a danger of developing conflicts in the minds of 
students about various ethnic groups if the curriculum is emphasizing more on 
issues of one ethnic group while ignoring the other altogether. Peace 
education initiative has been launched to bring peace in the life of the people 
who have suffered tremendously due to long years of war in Afghanistan. 

In a review of curriculum on teacher training programs and other activities 
related to Peace Education we need to see whether: 

• there are obvious messages in the curriculum which can work against 
the spirit of peace, 

• the curriculum needs to be updated with broader concepts of peace 
like gender sensitization, child labor, women rights, human rights etc? 

• there is a need to agree upon certain peace education elements to be 
incorporated in the curriculum? and 

• there is any need to devise new approaches for teaching and learning 
of the peace education messages? 
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prevention of deforestation and theft 

developing spirit for voluntary work 

positive attitude for community empowerment 

creating awareness regarding education and resulting an increase 

enrollment and reduction in dropout and absenteeism 

developing trust 



3.7 Sharing of Positive Social Changes with Family and 
Community 

The SMC members are trained in different skills which they integrate into their 
daily life while dealing with people when confronted with problems. Such skills 
bring a change in their social behavior and attitudes. They share these 
change with their families. For example they motivate their family members for 
education especially education for the girls, about the need for school 
uniforms, regular attendance, cleanliness and helping others. These changes 
also help to make them more aware about religious education. 

As a result the students are now more disciplined, and absenteeism has 
minimized to a greater extent. The cleanliness of students has also been 
improved. 

The members of SMCs also share the positive changes in their behavior and 
attitudes with the other members of the community. These have led to the 
improvement of the following: 

the sense of tolerance and confidence building 
creating awareness regarding education and health issues 
creating peace and harmony in the camps 
creating trust and confidence 
positive thinking and listening' 
participation in social gatherings 

sense of participatory development, problem sharing and solving 
spirit for voluntary work 
channel local resources, and 
a sense of loyalty for their own country 

As a result of sharing the changes in behavior and attitude, the community is 
now more respectful in others' opinion which leads to create peaceful 
environment in the camp. People are now self motivated and have realized 
the importance of education in general and the need for girl education in 
particular. Parents admit their children in schools on time and send their 
children to school regularly. The community members share their problems 
with others and resolve it through collective action.

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3.8 SMC as a Channel for Resolving Conflicts and Creating 
Harmony 

All df the SMC members who were interviewed responded positively that 
SMCs can be a good channel for resolving conflicts both at school and camp 
level. These SMCs have resolved conflicts among students, parents and 
teachers in number of occasions. They have also resolved conflicts with the 
land owner of the schools as well as with local community members who 
provided space for the school as a playground. 

« 

Resolving conflicts at different levels in the camp, the SMCs have created 
harmony among the people. The SMCs are playing a vital role in building 
confidence and trust. As a result the community is harmonized which further 
supports the rights of the child and peace education amongst all members of 
the community? 

3.9 Organizing Competitions and Campaigns and its 
Outcomes 

All of the SMCs members, who were interviewed, stated that they organize 
sports competitions at school level. The analysis indicated that the SMC 
members who stated that such competitions and campaigns create 
sportsmanship were seventy three percent. Eighty seven percent of the 
respondents indicated that it is a best way to create harmony among the 
students. 

Similarly, they stated that debate competitions in the school increase 
confidence in the students as well as develop friendship among students, 
teachers and parents. They stated that such activities serve as a forum to 
increase relationship between the school staff and the community which 
extends awareness among the community about education. 

Likewise, seventy three SMCs have launched and participated in tree 
plantation campaigns while eighty percent of the SMCs launched campaigns 
for the school uniforms. Similarly campaigns regarding cleanliness have been 
launched by all the SMCs who were interviewed. 

All these activities have resulted in bringing equality, building teamwork spirit 
and uniformity in the school and community. Such campaigns help in 
strengthening coordination and co-operation among the people of the 
community. Consequently the spirit and enthusiasm for voluntary work has 
been increased 



3.10 Conflict Resolution 

The analysis indicated that only thirteen percent of the SMCs had a conflict 
among its members, after its establishment. The conflict was about the 
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positive participation of the members in the meeting, which was resolved 
through negotiation and mediation.

Similarly, twenty percent of the SMCs faced conflicts on fund raising and other 
social issues at community level which created hurdles in the smooth 
functioning of the education process in the camp. 

3.11 Modern Education and Peace Education 

All of the respondents were of the view that modern education can bring 
peace in the Afghan community. Seventy three percent of the SMC members 
stated that through conflict resolution, economic stability and capacity building 
they can bring peace in the community which will further develop human 
resources. 

3.12 Conclusion 

1 . SMCs provided equal representation to different ethnic group, which 
facilitate conflict resolution and promote unity and tranquility in all the 
tribes living together. 

2. The constitution of SMCs extends all the members a forum to share 
their views, lunch collective action and ensure their say in all decisions, 
which in turn yielded in development of sense of brotherhood, 
cooperation and responsibility among the community. 

3. Majority of the respondents indicated that SMC has increased unity, 
trust and confidence among the community and helped in quickly 
resolving conflicts. 

4. Majority of SMCs member respondents confirmed that their attitude 
and behavior has changed and they are now more accommodative 
towards others. 

5. All the SMCs member respondents were confident that SMCs could be 
used as a channel to resolve conflict locally.

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Introduction 

GTZ-BEFARe has been imparting formal and non-formal education programs 
to Afghan refugees in various camps in the North West Frontier Province of 
Pakistan. Education is considered as a fundamental need in bringing harmony 
and promoting peace. The syllabus used in BEFARe schools includes various 
messages of peace. The purpose of the study was to evaluate and assess the 
impact of those peace messages on the behavior of students. 

This study is a preliminary step towards a larger study to be undertaken later. 
It is expected that such a study would cover teachers and members of the 
community. 

Methodology 

The first step of the study was to identify peace education messages / 
elements / concepts / topics from textbooks used in BEFARe. The identified 
peace education elements for FE are attached (annex-!). The second step 
was to develop indicators for each of the above peace education concepts 
(annex-ll). 

The questionnaire method was employed to collect data from the field. For 
this purpose an open ended questionnaire was designed (annex-Ill) to record 
detail responses from the respondents. Enumerators were trained on 
administering of the questionnaires to collect the data, as well as make 
observations of the students. These questionnaires were administered to 
children in three different Resource-Centers of BEFARe project, namely 
Abbottabad, Hangu and Timergara. 

Sample 

The study focused on three groups, a) students in formal schools b) 
participants in non-formal programs and c) members of the community. There 
were three different sample sizes for each area. In Formal Education the 
sample size was 100 students (64 school students and 36 out-of-school 
children). 60 were selected from the NFE participants (30 each from literacy 
courses and home schools). Similarly, from the Community Participation 6 
SMCs (School Management Committees) were taken as a sample.

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To get a comparative view the same questionnaire was administered to 
children of both in formal schools and home school covering out-of-school 
children. 



Limitations 

This study is not a formal evaluation of the BEFARe curriculum nor it is an 
assessment of the teaching methodology. However, it is expected that the 
study would serve as a guiding document to find out the processes involved in 
the impact study of peace messages in the text books. Thus this should be 
considered as a pre-preliminary baseline study for a major in depth research 
to be undertaken later. 

Hence the selection of small sample, it is assumed that this small sample may 
not be a true representative of the entire population. Time factor was another 
constraint as the study had to be completed as soon as possible. To record 
the exact responses in the field in such studies tools have to be pre-tested 
and refined. But data collection through such tools requires a long period of 
time and resources. Therefore instead of participant observation techniques, 
questionnaire method was used. Responses to these may not reflect the true 
picture of situation. 



Findings 

Peace is an abstract and non tangible concept. To measure the impact of 
peace, the concept was de-segregated into minor elements/sub-concepts 
such as cooperation, equity, gender balance, honesty, respect for elders' 
conflict resolution and prevention. Achieving and asserting these elements 
would be considered as working towards the process of peace building. 

The study aims at evaluating the impact of peace messages taught to 
students during the process of primary education. Therefore, for the purpose 
of this study cooperation, honesty, gender balance, conflict resolution was 
considered as essential elements of peace. The questions administered were 
to examine the change in attitude and behavior of in and out-of-school 
children. 
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Section 1: Formal Education (FE) 



SUIVUVIARY OF RESULTS AND DISCUSSIONS 



1.1 Gender Balance 

In the analysis of out-of-school children it was found that the majohty (78%) 
were interested in seeking education, while 22 percent responded otherwise 
as they assist parents in grazing and do not possess school uniform to attend 
school. Among those who were interested in schooling, 95 percent indicated 
that education provides new knowledge, helps to read and write, assist later in 
a better life, while only 5 percent of the respondents stated that it helps to 
seek government jobs. 

When the out-of-school children were asked whether they are in favor of girls' 
education it was found that 89 percent (72 percent boys, 17 percent girls) 
respondents were in favor of girls' education. But strangely it was noted that 
50 percent of the sisters of the respondents did not go to school because of: 

a) their tribal taboos , 

b) permission not granted from parents/brothers and 

c) lack of educational facilities. 

Those who were in favor of giris' education wanted their sisters to study more 
and even up to grade 12, if educational facilities were available. 

In comparison to out-of-school children, students of the same age group in 
schools were asked about their interest in schooling. All male and female 
students indicated their keen interest in education. They were of the view that 
through education they could learn many facts, gather information and help a 
person to be broad minded. Similarly, there was a universal agreement from 
both giris and boys in favor of giris' education. But when they were asked 
whether their sisters go to school or not, only 41 percent of boys and 50 
percent of giris responded positively. The reason for not attending school 
among boys (2%) was the lack of educational facilities while (3 percent) the 
reason amongst giris was the imposition of restrictions by parents. Most of 
the other respondents had either the sisters underage or did not have a sister. 

The analysis indicated that all of the students in schools and 78 percent out- 
of-school children are interested in seeking education. Only 50 percent or less 
than 50 percent of the sisters of both school and out-of-school are attending 
schools. 
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1.2 Gender Equity 

To assess gender equity among the out-of-school children they were asked a) 
whether they have their meals together with their sisters or not and, b) who is 
fed first among the male and female children in the family. 

The analysis indicated that the families of 50 percent of out-of-school children 
serve their males before the females. While in 50 percent (33 percent boys 
and 17 percent girls) of the respondent families it was found that they have 
their meals together. It was also interesting to note that no siblings were fed 
first. Whereas siblings were given food only 5 percent of the male siblings 
were fed first. 

However, here again it was somewhat different among the families of 
students in schools from that of out-of-school children. The analysis indicated 
that 55 percent (30 percent female, 25 percent male) have their meals 
together while among the rest 45 percent (37 percent girls and 9 percent 
boys) males are fed first. 

Thus, it can be stated that the faniilies of 50 percent of out-of-school children 
and 55 percent of the families of students have their meals together. 



1 .3 Respect for Elders 

It was noted dunng the analysis that both out-of-school children and students 
in schools have respect for their parents and especially the father. All of them 
indicated that when their father comes home they greet him, sit quiet, obey to 
whatever he says and if it is meal time, serve him first. 



1.4 Co-operation 

The element of co-operation among students and out-of-school children in 
Afghan community was also examined. They were asked questions regarding 
relationships with other ethnic groups, including how they help others when 
needed and or requested. 

The analysis indicated that a considerable number of out-of-school children 
(61 percent) were living amongst their own tribe with no other ethnic group in 
the neighborhood, while 33 percent (28 percent boys and 5 percent girls) of 
the respondents were living with other ethnic groups. But they did not provide 
further explanations for their relationships with the other ethnic group. Only 5 
percent of the respondents were living in cooperation with other ethnic groups 
intermingling with other ethnic groups. There was no response from 5 percent 
of the respondents. 
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Likewise among students it was noted that only 13 percent males, 31 percent 
girls were living with other ethnic groups but didn't provide any details about 
the relationships with the children of other ethnic groups. Those who were not 
iving with other ethnic groups were 50 percent. 



While evaluating the element of cooperation out-of-school children were 
asked questions related to assistance to neighbors who are sick or hungry. It 
was found that all the respondents were willing to help a neighbor who is sick 
like brining him to the doctor and providing medicine, giving him money, 
asking about his health and do whatever they can according their own means. 

Similarly the same spirit of help was found among students in school. 



n response to helping a neighbor who needs food, 78 percent out-of -school 
children said that they will provide him a meal, 17 percent respondents 
indicated that they will prepare a meal for him, while only 5 percent of the 
respondents stated that they will share a meal with their neighbor. Ninety five 
percent students stated that they will help such a person by providing a meal. 
Some also indicated that they will help such a person according to one's 
means like sharing a meal, providing a meal and or bringing him home for a 
meal. 

The analysis indicates that 33 percent out-of-school children and 12 percent 
students were living with other ethnic group but the respondents didn't provide 
details regarding their relationship with them. The responses regarding 
cooperation of both out-of-school children and students were positive. 



1 .5 Conflict Resolution amongst Ethnic Groups 

Conflict was also assessed in terms of behavior amongst ethnic groups, it 
was found that only 11 percent boy respondents had some disagreement/ 
argument with children of the other ethnic group while playing with each other. 
However, some of them ended up throwing stbries at the houses of the other 
ethnic group. Among them 5 percent of the respondents indicated that their 
parents settled the disagreement between themselves. While 6 percent 
respondents said that they never inform their parents about the disagreement. 
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Graph 1: Disagreement with ethnic group 
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Among school students only 3 percent boys had disagreement with the 
children of the other ethnic group while no details were provided about the 
settlement of the disagreement. Only 4 percent of the girls reported that the 
issue was settled by their father and resulted in a peaceful relationship among 
children. 

Here we can conclude that out-of-school children have more disagreements 
than those of formal primary school students because the analysis indicated 
that 11 percent out-of-school children and only 3 percent students had 
disagreement with other ethnic group. 



1 .6 Domestic Violence 

The analysis indicated that in 39 percent of the families of out-of-school 
respondents (including girls) there was no quarrel with each other, while in the 
families of 61 percent of the out-of-school children quarrel and fights occur 
sometimes with each other. This occurs especially among the younger 
children of the family and amongst the adults when a meal is not prepared on 
time.

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In case of the families of the students, the situation was entirely different from 
that of out-of-school children. Domestic violence in the families of students 
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was less and only 25% percent (19 percent boys and 6 percent girls) 
indicated such behavior. 

The analysis indicated that the families of out-of-school children experience 
more domestic violence than the families of formal phmary schools students. 

1 .7 Violence in the Schools 

Analysis of the student responses indicated that about 56 percent of boy 
respondents are beaten by their teachers because of absenteeism (36 
percent), teasing in the classroom (23 percent), and for not paying attention to 
the lessons (5 percent). While among girls, only 3 percent of girls are beaten 
by their teachers and 20 percent are not beaten. Twenty one percent of the 
respondents did not respond. 

On the basis of analysis we can say that violence in boy schools is more than 
that of girls' which is 56 percent among boys and 3 percent among girls. 



1.8 Conflict resolution among children 

Amongst out-of-school children different responses were recorded about the 
fights between younger brothers with that of a child of another ethnic group. 
Thirty nine percent of the total respondents (22 percent boys and 17 percent 
girls) were of the opinion that if they find their younger brother fighting with 
another child they will separate them and will send them home, 
simultaneously informing the family of the other child, if he was at fault. 
While 22 percent of the respondents were of the view that they will stop them 
from fighting, while those who said that they will support their own brother 
were 16% and those who will mediate and settle the dispute were 5 percent. 
Similarly, 17 percent of the respondents were of the view that they will beat 
both of them. 

Similarly, the responses about such a situation from the students in the school 
indicated that 47 percent (41 percent boys and 6 percent girls) will settle the 
dispute through mediation. While 22 percent (9 percent of boys and 13 
percent girls) were of the view that they will send their brother home. Those 
who were of the view that they will beat them remained 6 percent. While 3 
percent students stated that they will punish the one who is at fault and other 
3 percent stated they will beat them. Twenty five percent of the students were 
of the view that they will advise both of them. 

The analysis indicated that the spirit of mediation for conflict resolution was 
high among students than those of out-of-school children which was 47 
percent among students while only 5 percent among out-of-school children. 
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1.9 Honesty 



The out-of -school children were placed in a hypothetical situation to assess 
theirpwn honesty as to what they will do if they find some money. 

Those who stated that they will announce thrice for finding the owner were 62 
percent. If the owner is found they will return the money. Of the respondents 
33 percent stated that they will keep the money with them and will not 
announce it. Only 5 percent of the respondents stated that they would give the 
money to a 'mullah' to find the owner. However, if the owner is not found they 
said that they would own the money. 

Likewise, 45 percent among students in the school were of the view that if 
they find money they will return to the owner, while 23 percent responded 
that they will announce and if the owner is found they will return the money. 
The students who responded that they will keep the money were 9 percent, 
while 23 percent stated that they will distribute the money they had found. 

On the basis of the analysis, the conclusion can be drawn that students are 
more honest than out-of-school children as 33 percent out-of school children 
and 9 percent students stated that they will keep the money and will not 
announce it. 

1.10 Concept about Peace 

it was interesting to know how the out-of-school children understand the 
concept about peace education. Accordingly 28 percent of the respondents 
were of the view that peace leads to "conflict resolution", to another 17 
percent it means "no war". While to another 17 percent it meant "good deeds". 
To another 11 percent peace means "no fight". While 5 percent of the 
respondents were of the view that peace means "construction of the country". 
Those who had "no idea" aboui peace were 22 percent of the total 
respondents.

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Preface

preparatory one which is to be used in future for more in-depth analysis of the 
impact of the contents on the students, both formal and non-formal.

The concepts related to peace education 
and tolerance are many and varied which have been absorbed in the study to 
a greater extent.
